grades and qualities. Formerly i t was 
made of ordinary brown paper, glue 
and sand. 
At present, for tho most 
part, tho paper is made of old rope, the 
best quality of glue is used, and, in­ 
stead of sand, pulverized quartz or flint. 
By tbis means a superior fiibrio is pro- 
duded, of a constantly uniform grade, 
and at so low a price that the use of it 
has become greatly extended, large 
quantities being exported, to Europe, 
South America, tho Pacific Islands, and 
elsewhere. For emery paper and eme-y 
cloth, a large demand has boon created 
by the finisliod iron work in steam on- 
engine shops, tbe sewing machine facto­ 
ries, and other similar industries which 
require them for polishing purposes. 


M r. 
P r im .s o l l ’s statement in the 
House of Commons, relative to tho ship­ 
ment of soamen on unseawortby and 
poorly-equipped vessels, was illustrated 
in San Francisco, the other day, on tho 
arrival of the ship Bremen, from Liver­ 
pool. This vessel left that port on the 
Gth of February with thirty-seven ne­ 
groes before the mast. Thirteen of this 
crew died on tho passage out and the 
remainder were all seriously ill when 
the Bremen got to San Francisco. The 
cause of this mortality was the lack of 
vigotables. During a voyage lasting 
197 days, the men had nothing but poor 
salt provisions most of 
tbo time. 
Scurvy .broke cut, and' the sufferings 
of the victims are described bj them 
as terrible in tho extreme. Mr. Plim 
soil appears to have had tho right idea 
when he said that “ tho government 
was playing into the hands of maritime 
murderers, and ho laid upon tho head 
of the prime minister and his fellows 
all the blood of all tho men who siiaii 
perish from preventable causes. ” 


How a “ Comer ” is Managed. 
A B and 0 combino their means and 
credit to make a corner in .Tuly, They 
therefore quietly begin in May to buy 
corn to be delivered in July. They 
gradually buy all the corn in the mar- 
:et, and, of necessity, mnut buy all 
that arrives, paying tor t';e latter what­ 
ever is demanded. When a pnrohaso is 
thus made, seller and buyer put up a 
margin, cither iu cash, or tiertificate, or 
deposit. As soon as tlio corner becomes 
kuown. there is an effort made to break 
it. The settlement takes placo at 3 p. 
m. on the last day of the month. Those 
who have sold corn to the oornor and 
haio no coin to deliver, pay the differ­ 
ence between tho price at which they 
sold, and tho ruling price at the close 
of business on tbo last day. As the cor­ 
ner has thus purchased sometimes five 
times as much corn as there is to be 
had, amounting to millinns of bushels, 
and tho price has advanced ten cents a 
buche!, tho profit is enormous. As tho 
prices advance, additional margins are 
required. Those falling to put up tho 
additional margins, lose what they have 
already put up. The anti-corner fac­ 
tions seek to so crowd sales on the cor­ 
ner as to exhaust its capital and credits, 
and render it unable to buy at the ad- 
vaneo prices. Thus, the comer is com­ 
pelled to scud out in tho country and 
buy for cash all tho corn in sight, to 
prevent having it rushed into Chicago 
at the last moment. Those are exciting 
time.*. 
Oorn at such a moment may be 
purchased of tho corner for shipment, 
from six to fifteen cents a bushel loss 
than it is selling for on ’Change for de­ 
livery during the month. Each time 
there is a corner, thoro is a crash, 
sometimes of tho corner men, and at 
other times of the anti-corner men.

Not- 
wiih-tanding the captain was made the 
favorite in the betting at 100 to 80, 
speculation was not very spirited, in 
eousequencQ of tho Manchoator divis­ 
ion not Bupporting their man with their 
usual freedom, knowing they had 
“ Wonder ” to vanquish. 
Captain B j - 
garduB is a fine, muscular man, stand­ 
ing fully six feet, weight about 15 stone, 
and is about forty years of ago. He is 
a wonderful shot at both gamo and 
pigeons, a great athlete, and providing 
his muf cular strength is put to the tost, 
he is almost, or quite equal to the late 
John Heouan.

A writer in the Galaxy says : “ We 
drove for an hour along tho southern 
bank of Salt Lake, fanned by tbo breath 
of its sea air, and looking over its waste 
of waters dotted with mountain islands.

r-aeinc ruuas; mil. iier Xi.ii. p.uapccto 
were ruined by the construction of tho 
Utah Central, and she now lies at tho 
wharf, her only value being her aid in 
making our imaginary ocean seem more 
real. 
How this great basin of salt 
water came to be deposited in the inte­ 
rior of the continent has been a study 
for geographers and natnralists. 
The 
water is so densely saline that it is im- 
oossiblo for a body to find tbo bottom, 
t is a capital place to acquire tho art 
of swimming with perfect safety. In 
former times three barrels of water loft 
to evaporate -would produce ouo barrel 
of sa lt; but the freshening within the 
last twenty years has so weakened it 
that now four barrels of it are required 
to obtain that quantity. It has become 
fresh, therefore, in a proportion of 
somewhat more than one per cent. 
, rearly. 
Hence it follows that in leas 
,han one hundred years tho name of 
Great Salt Lake shonld bo changed ; for 
by this timo it will, like Mormonism, 
bo cleared of all its impurities. 
I have 
ircvionsly noticed tho regular water 
incs, called bouobes, which are so dis­ 
tinctly defined on all tho mountain 
ranges surrounding those v.*rious val­ 
leys, and which afford suoh unmistaka­ 
ble ovidonoe that in former days they 
enclosed vast inland seas. Tho deep 
alkaline soil of tho bottoms lias led to 
tho supposition that theso seas wore of 
salt water, and that all of them, except- 
iug this, have been completely evapor 
rated. Salt Lake being tho solo survi­ 
vor, and that being destined to dwimllo 
to a piiddlu and tlion to dry up forovor. 
But tlie last part of this theory is nega­ 
tived by tho evident iutontiou of tho 
lake to assume somewhat of its original 
jiroportious; while 
it is 
becoming 
Iresher it is growing larger. Within 
tho twenty seven years that tho country 
around it has been settled it has en­ 
croached all along its low banks nearly 
a mile upon tho land and deepened five 
feet. Several fine farms are now per­ 
manently under water, and tho road o. 
which we travelled has been moved far 
inward to accomodate its aggressive­ 
ness. At the same time that this change 
is going on atmospheric causes for a 
lart of it are apparent. The cliinato is 
lecomiug more mild, although it is still 
excessively dry. But each succeeding 
season brings a greater rain-fall. This 
has doubled within twelve years.” 


Can We Speak English ? 
In our daily conversation wo disfigure 
it witli_ all varieties of slang, masculine 
or feminine, as the ca.;o may bo—one as 
bad as the other. 
Wo disregard ift-- 
delicate shades of meaning, wo do nil 
wo can to deprive it of all force by onr 
careless use of its terms, wo load itwilli 
provincialisms and foreign phrases, and 
thou wo flcorniuliy turn our bacKS upon 
it as if it were an old worn out servant 
who may have been of use to scrub onr 
floors or sweep our barnyards. Wo hire 
foreign nurses for our ohildron, so that 
tho first words they utter shall bo oithor 
a French or Gorman dialect, and we 
boast of tho fact that tiioso children 
talk only French or German, and “ do 
not imdorstanil one word of Euglisli," 
Esan 
sold his birthright, but wo 
hardly consider it a good bargain. AVu 
aro not HO wIku an lui yot, tor w o havq 
not yet reached tho recognition of our 
terrible blunder by tho morning which 
showed that lie was in reality not so 
foolish as ho soomod. At present wo 
are glorifying in our mess of pottage. 
For is this not literally all wo have as 
the result of our barter ? I do not moan 
to speak disre-spcctinlly of the Gorman 
langiiago, for wo owe too much to be ho 
cliitdiah. 
Noblo iu thou - ht, accurate 
in constrnction, miisieal in its flow, it 
opens np to its thorough student ii mine 
of wealth which cnunot bo equaled by 
any modo;n laiignago, and onr own 
owes its vitality and streiigtli to tho self- 
s.amo stock. 
I would not bu iinjimt to 
tho French tongue, which masters so 
woll tho so-called exact scienco, and 
bonds itself -with so mnoli sinoolli facil­ 
ity to every varying mood of thought or 
fancy. 
Blit what German or what Fi-oiieh do 
onr children gain from nurses and inex- 
porioncod teaoherj to whom they are 
coulldod in their nine or ten years of 
life? At most they can learii luit baby 
talk, for that is all they are capable. It 
is in vain to supply words where ideas 
do not exist for which they are needed. 
And even in this what iuacciirncies do 
wo not have, what iuterpolationa of 
English terms picked np from their 
companions! Wo might as well, as wo 
do in too many oases, loavotho child to 
bs talked to by only an ignorant Irish 
girl, and then lioiic to hoar her express­ 
ing her.self iu pure English. But mean­ 
while tho child loams .Erglish, so-called, 
for sho does this in epito of nil piohibi- 
tion and orders not to uso tlio useless, 
and nnclo.m thing. And -wimt kind of 
English does sho speak ? It is umiccos- 
saty, to answer tho question, for wc 
need only listen to the talk of tho chil­ 
dren around ns, in onr schools and iu 
our families, to hoar for ourselves.—

dou writes; r’ersoually, Charles Farrar 
Browne was ouo of tho kindest and most 
affectionate of men, and history does 
not name a man who was so imivotsally 
beloved by all who know him.

Thero was ouo iiecnliarity about 
Charles Browne—lie never made an en­ 
emy. 
Other wits iu other times have 
been famous, but a satiric.il thrust now 
and then has killed a friond. 
Diogenes 
was tho wit of Greece, but when, after 
lioldiugnp an old dried fish to draw 
away the eye s of .Vuaximones’ audience, 
ho exclaimed, “ See how an old fish is 
more interesting than Anaximenes,” he 
said a funny tUiug, but he stabbed a 
friend. 
When Charles Lamb, in an­ 
swer to a doting mother’s qneslion as 
to how 
ho 
liked ba’oies, replied, 
“ B b-boilcd, miulame, boiled I” that 
mother lovod him no more ; and when 
John Baudolpli said “ thank you” to 
his coustitiKiut, who kindly rcmaikod 
that ho liad tho pleasnm of pas.siiig his 
house, it was wit at tlic expouso of 
friendship. 
Tho whole English school 
of wits—with Douglas Jorrold, Hood. 
Sheridan, and Sidney Smith—iudulped 
in repartee.

Pulm onary Gymnastics in Consump­ 
tion. 
Under this title (in Frenoh) Dr. Bnrq 
baa published ono of tho most curious 
dissertations we over remember having 
soon, and whioh, wo think, contains a-d- 
vice whioh may bo useful to such of our 
readers as are affected with weakness in 
tho chest. 
Ho begins with stating the 
question fairly: 
“ Aro declamation. 
Binging, and, abovo all, wind instru­ 
ments, dangerous oierciaos for persons 
of weak or dolioato constitution, and 
more or loss predisposed by birth to 
serious diseases of the respiratory or­ 
gans?” Most physicians, ho observes, 
will answer in tho affirmative ; ho takes 
the contrary ground, supported by what 
wo deem startling evidence. Mr. Burq, 
it may be remembered, was the first 
who proposed oopxior as a aijecifio in 
cholera, on tho ground that workmen 
oonstantly handling that metal had trav­ 
ersed tho epidemio of 1819 with impu­ 
nity. In order to establish this fact he 
had visited a variety of largo workshops, 
and among others those of manufactur­ 
ers of wind instruments. 
On ono of 
these occasions M. Sax gave him the 
following information, whioh we hero 
repeat almost word for word : “Besides 
eholeraio immunity, our workmen en­ 
joy ouother—they are free from oon- 
BumptioD. 
Many philanthroiiists, on 
seeing our young military musicians 
■wield the enormous instruments we 
make, have sorrowed over the few years 
those poor fellows wonld have to live. 
Well- they are mistaken. All men who 


mako it their profession to try the wind 
instruments made at the various fac'.o- 
rios before soudiug them off for sale, 
all without exception to my kuowJodgo, 
are free from pulmounry iiff’eotious. I 
have known many sncli -who on entering 
tipon this ¡irofesssion were very deli- 
■ cato, and who, though tboir duly oh- 
ligod them to lilow for hours together, 
enjoyed perfect health after a certain 
timo. I am myself an iiistniicc of tldn ; 
my mother dio* of consumptiou, efgld 
children of hcr'.s fell victims to tlio 
samo di'.'easo, aud only tliroo of us sur­ 
vive ! and we all three play on tviial 
instruments. 
The day is not far dis­ 
tant, perhaps, when iihyi.iciaus will 
liave reoour.se to our dreaded art in or­ 
der to conquer pulmouary diseases.” 


The Shifting Gcnrer ol j.-’opulation. 
In l*rot. .Walker’s statistical atlas of 
tlio UniloiT States, thoi-o in a eurioa.s 
eominitation of tho movement of wliat 
is called tho “ center of population" 
since 1870. 
Tho iiopulation.s of ooiiii- 
rrios aro supposed to bo grouped at thoir 
geographical centers, aud then each in­ 
di vidtii'il being assumed to he of tho 
samo gravity as every other, and tlio 
country being assumed to ho a plane 
surface without weight, the “ contoi-nf 
population” is doteriuined by comput­ 
ing tbo point at which tho country couhl 
bo pivoted so that tho weight of tiie 
peoj-ilo on ono side should j ust balance 
the 
weight 
of 
tho 
people 
ou 
tho other side. 
According to 
tho 
table 
computed in 
this 
way, the 
center of {lopulatinii has moved steadily 
westward since 1700, but has siiiftod 
very little to tlio north or south of tbo 
3'.l:ii degree of latitude. 
In 1790 tbo 
center ” was twciity-threo miles east 
of BaUimoro. In ten yeans it movoit 
footy 0110 miloa and was eighteen miles 
wosi of Baltimore. 
In 1810 it w.ns do- 
tloctod .somewhat to the sontli, and had 
moved tliirty-six miles ; in 1820 it had 
moved fifty' miles farther to the west 
and south: aud in 1830 it had reachod 
its most Eontheni point, and was thirty- 
iiino miles west of its former position. 
Ill tho next ton years it moved a liltlci 
to tho uortli and fifty-live miles to tho 
w est; and in the followhig ten yo.ars 
turned aliglitiy to the south ; and again 
mnvo.i west iifty-fivo miles. Between 
1850 and ISiiO the greatest -wcstorn 
inovcment (eighty-one miles) was occa­ 
sioned bv tho settl-ement of the Pacific 
coiLst. To 1870 ttio center had again 
siiifted fori.v-two miles to the west aud 
slightly to tlio north, and had reached 
a point foi-ty-eight miles east by north 
of Cincinnati. Tho total movement 
from 1790 to 1870 was OOO miles duo 
west. Tlio variation north and south, 
taking the extremo north aud south po­ 
sitions, did not exceed twenty miles. 
The movemeut was to the west and 
slightly southward from 3709 to 1830; 
.almost due west from 1830 to 1850; 
and to tho west and slightly northward 
fro m .1850 tn 1.870-____________
